Whittaker. The Indiana State Prison reports do not give names 


of prisoners. Since he was not executed, I was not able to determine 
any further information. 


Since Willis Fuller was executed, I determined the following from 
the reports (there was only one execution on January 14, 1938, so 
I am assuming that it was Fuller): Prisoner number 18423; age 30; 
race, white; born, Illinois;.mental condition, dull; [physical cons 


dation, fair; marital status, divorced;,admitted.to prison, 11-1836. 
This was the only other information that I could locate on Fuller.
